“I put down a deposit for a gun on 6/19/15. 
The Church shooting in Charleston happened 
on 6/17/15. What sent me over the top was the 
church shooting. And my hollow point bullets 
have the victims’ initials on them. 

“As for Dylann Roof? ... You want a race 
war (expletive)? Bring it then you white 
(expletive)!” 

He also quoted the Virginia Tech Univer- 
sity mass killer, Seung-Hui Cho, who killed 32 
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ers revealed. 

A man, whose name is being 
withheld by The ENQUIRER, 
said Flanagan picked up a 
male friend. 

Said the informant: “He 
said this guy was into rough 
stuff. He was very angry and 
scared the s—t out of my pal!” 


The ENQUIRER learned Fla- 
nagan grew up in Oakland, 
Calif., the child of an emo- 
tionally disturbed mother. 
His parents divorced when 
he was 8. His father claimed 
in court documents that 
his wife’s behavior toward 
him and their children was 


“extremely menacing and 
threatening.” 

As a young adult, Flanagan 
worked as a male escort be- 
fore becoming an on-air TV 
reporter. 

He used the professional 
name “Bryce Williams.” 

But Flanagan was fired from 
several jobs because of an- 
ger management issues - and 
often blamed being discrimi- 
nated against because he was 
black and gay. 

HIS RAGE FINALLY boiled 
over Aug. 26, when he ap- 
proached Alison and Adam 
while they were conducting 
an interview. 

Before he started shooting, 
evil Flanagan drew his camera 
phone to film the carnage. 

Adam was hit first, but man- 
aged to raise his camera for a 
glimpse of the killer before 
dying. Alison tried to run 
but was shot dead. The 
woman being inter- 
viewed, Vicki Gardner, 
was shot but survived. 

Flanagan led po- 
lice on a chase before 
shooting himself and 
crashing his car. He 
died later in a hospital. 

In his vehicle, cops recov- 
ered a Glock 19 pistol with 
multiple magazines and am- 
munition, an iPhone, several 
letters and notes, a to-do list 
- and a briefcase, which con- 
tained three license plates, 
a wig, shawl, umbrella, sun- 
glasses and a black hat.

I N A heart-stopping case of 
medical malice, a deadly 
doctor has been jailed af- 
ter allegedly leaving a trail 
of maimed and murdered 
bodies in top Texas hospitals!

Duntsch’s dad, Donald, testi- 
fied for the prosecution at the 
bail hearing, saying, “He uses 
alcohol.” 

Duntsch is accused of caus- 
ing the death of one victim 
and the horrific injuries of oth- 
ers. He deliberately botched 
an operation on Floella Brown, 
63, who died after a stroke 
and “excessive” blood loss, ac- 
cording to the indictments.

After Kellie Martin, 55, bled 
to death when Duntsch sliced 
through an artery, he moved 
to other hospitals, including 
Dallas Medical Center. 

Jim represented Lee Pass- 
more, who allegedly suffered 
spinal damage when Duntsch 
operated on him at Baylor Re- 
gional Medical Center in Plano. 

“An assisting surgeon 
recognized he was doing stu- 
pid things. He grabbed Dr. 


Duntsch’s instruments and 
told him to stop!” Jim charged. 
“Staff were told that Duntsch 
used cocaine. He kept a gallon 
jug of vodka under his desk!” 

While Baylor issued a state- 
ment saying the lawsuit 
allegations are misleading, 
Jim said: “What we do know 
is Duntsch was a cash cow for 
Baylor. He represented that 
he would earn a minimum of 
$20 million a year for them.” 

He operated on Mary Efurd, 
74, in 2012 and “drilled multi- 
ple holes” in her, leaving her in 
chronic pain, prosecutors said! 

Other victims include Jeffrey 
Glidewell, Jeff Cheney, Ken

In a deposition, a pal said 
Duntsch binged on LSD, pain 
pills and cocaine, then went to 
work.

$40,000 bail after he was 
arrested for obscenity and 
endangering the welfare of a 
minor.

While Sheerer initial- 
ly denied cops access 
to her, Chelsea was 
found hiding in a win- 
dowless attic with her 
therapy dog, a black 
terrier named Bear. 

But it wasn’t until 
three days after her 
recovery that he was 
taken into custody! 

“Rosie found a nude 
picture of him on 
Chelsea’s cellphone 
and started calling 
Barnegat police in- 
sisting that they file 
charges,” a law en- 
forcement source 
confided to The EN- 
QUIRER. 

“Everybody thought it was 
over, then Rosie really start- 
ed pushing the issue.” 

If convicted. Sheerer could 
land in the slammer for five 
years. 

He was previously arrested 
on heroin dealing and child 
endangerment and jailed in 
2013. 

The law enforcement in- 
sider told The ENQUIRER it 


appears Sheerer and Chelsea 
were not engaged in any sort 
of drug activity. Though the 
age of sexual consent in New 
Jersey is 16, it is illegal for an 
adult to send a nude picture 
to anyone under the age of 
18. Chelsea, who was 17 when 
she ran off, turned 18 Aug. 24. 

Sheerer’s lawyer, Robert 
Tarver, told The ENQUIRER 
he intends to show the court 


that Chelsea told his 
client she was over 
18. Their relation- 
ship, which began on 
the social site Tinder, 
went on for several 
weeks before she 
boarded a bus in New 
York to stay with him 
in Barnegat Town- 
ship, N.J. 

“I believe she had 
a trusting relation- 
ship with Steven,” he 
told The ENQUIRER. 
“The fact of the mat- 
ter is that he has been 
portrayed as a preda- 
tor and going after 
children, but noth- 
ing could be further 
from the truth. If not 
for the fact that this were 
Rosie O’Donnell, he probably 
would not even be charged.” 

A bail reduction hearing is 
scheduled for Sept. 4. 

“While Sheerer may get 
bail, he’s still facing five years 
in prison, thanks to Rosie,” 
said another source. “She got 
her revenge - and that’ll show 
him for messing with her kid!”

E ven in elementary 
school, I was an 
assertive, aggressive 
kid. In the second 
grade, I punched my 
music teacher in the eye 
because I didn’t think he 
knew anything about music!

I attended the 
New York Military Academy 
in Cornwall, N.Y., from eighth 
grade through my senior 
year. Along the way, I learned 
a lot about discipline and 
channeling my aggression 
into achievement. As a 
senior, I was appointed a 
captain of the cadets. 

Our family was very 
traditional. My father, Fred 
Trump, was the breadwinner, 
while my wonderful mother, 
Mary MacLeod, whom he

married in 1936, not only 
took care of us five children, 
she cooked and cleaned and 
darned socks and did charity 
work at the local hospital.

Growing up, the most 
important influence on me 
was my father. Fred Trump 
was born in New Jersey in 
1905.

I learned a lot from him. 
I learned about toughness 
in a very tough business. I

But I also learned very 
early on that I didn’t want to 
be in the same business as 
my father. He did very well 
building rent-controlled and 
rent-stabilized housing in 
Queens and Brooklyn, but it 
was a tough way to make a 
buck.

combined sexual assault suit 
brought against John by two 
male massage therapists. 

John’s attorney, Marty Sing- 
er, has claimed the document 
“reflects costs and expenses 
incurred, which is consistent 
with legal fees being paid in 
connection with the defense of 
lawsuits.” The legal eagle has 
pointedly refused to “validate 
the authenticity of the alleged 
insurance document.” 

AS THE ENQUIRER reported 
in March 2012, one of the thera- 
pists alleged disgusting details 
about a sordid encounter with 
John at the Beverly Hills Hotel. 
The muscle-bound masseuse, 
who passed a lie-detector test, 
said the actor hired him for a 
$200 one-hour massage, but 


the appointment turned ugly 
when John began inappropri- 
ately touching him and even 
suggested a three-way romp 
with a “model-type.” 

The repulsed man filed suit 
against John on May 4, 2012, 
but later withdrew his claim.

C ELINE Dion recently 
made a brave and bitter- 
sweet return to the stage 
after a yearlong hiatus 
caring for her cancer- 
stricken husband, Rene Angelil, 
whose own curtain call is near. 

“I didn’t want to be here at 
first. I don’t need it,” Celine said 
of her return. “Don’t get me 
wrong, I love singing for peo- 
ple, but I have priorities.” 

The Grammy winner, 47, re- 
vealed it was only at Rene’s 
prompting that she agreed to 
come back. 

“Rene is with me on that 
stage,” she said, characterizing 
the first show of her 40-con- 
cert residency as “fragile.” 

“There will be moments,” 
she acknowledged, "of 
emptiness, laugh- 
ter, awkwardness, 
tearing up. But 
that*s the point 
of coming back 
- otherwise, I 
just release an 
album.” 

Part of her 
opening perfor- 
mance included 
an emotional rendi 
tion of "The First Time 
Ever I Saw Your Face” while a 
montage of family photos and 
video played out on screens 
surrounding the singer. 

As The National ENQUIRER 
reported, Celine left her lu- 
crative residency at Caesars 
Palace one year ago to care for 
Rene, 77, and be with their sons 
- Rene-Charles, 14, and 4-year- 
old twins Nelson and Eddy. 

“I think I’ve got this. For now,” 
she said of her struggle with 
grief. “When it hits me, it’s go- 
ing to hit me. But my biggest 
job is to tell my husband, ‘We’re 
fine.

DIY FOOD TRIALS 

Our chronically itchy dog 
may have a food allergy. Our 
vet recommended a food 
trial and prescribed a very 
expensive diet that we really 


can’t afford long-term. Can 
you suggest something else? 

Your veterinarian probably 
suggested a hydrolyzed pro- 
tein diet. This is a very good 
choice if you are trying to rule 
out a food allergy. In this diet, 
the proteins that are consid- 
ered to cause allergies are 
reduced to such a small size 
that they no longer trigger an 
allergic reaction. 

The only other route is a 


novel protein diet, meaning 
switching to a protein the pet 
has never been exposed to 
and eliminating all other foods. 
Fish, duck, lamb and even kan- 
garoo are some of the foods 
that meet these criteria. This 
is a less expensive option that 
may yield the same results.
